As  an  additional  help  to  ascertain  the  proper  pronuncia- 
tion of  particular  words,  *he  equivocal  sound.s  of  the  letters 
C  s,  and  ^,  are  carefu^v  distinguished  in  an  easy  and  corn 
pendious  method.  Thas  ^lie  learner  will  observe  that  tlie 
letter  9,  with  this  mark  annexed  to  it,  aK\  ays  bears  a  soft 
eound  like  the  letter  s,  as  hi  cell,  (sell);  and  if  marked 
llius,  'c,  it  is  sounded  like  ts.  as  ui  'cliaff,  (t^hajf') :  s  de- 
notes the  sound  of  7,  as  in  wi'se  (wise) :  '^  represents  tlie 
/5und  of  j,  as  in  ^gcm  (Jem) ;  and  *g  ha*  v     'milar  sound 

^Vhen  such  marks  are  not  affixed  to  these  letters,  the) 
must  be  understood  to  retain  their  natural  and  n:ore  gene- 
ral  sound,  as  in  the  words  call,  house,  gel.  It  must  be  ob. 
served  likev/ise,  that  in  words  where  h  is  printed  in  the 
Italic  character,  it  is  not  aspirated  ;  and  wherever  any 
olhei  letter  occurs  in  that  character,  its  sound  is  dropped. 
A  circumflex  (')  over  a  vowe!  denotes  a  long  sound,  as  in 
ooit.*  Where  difficulties  of  irregtilarities  arise,  which  can- 
not  be  thus  easily  obviated,  the  scholar  is  referretl  to  th« 
t)otiO!n  of  the  page  for  a  correct  pronunciation.  The  plan 
itself  IS  doubtless  extremely  simple.  But  when  the  cir- 
:umstances  of  those  for  whom  it  is  protessciily  desigr.ed
